LETTER PRESS PRINTING PLATES AND EQUIPMENT 

PART 3 GALLEYS 



1. Scope — Specifies dimensions (thickness) and certain technical requirements for galleys. 

2. Definition — For the purposes of this standard, following definition shall apply. 

2.1 Ga//e/ — A flat, rectangular, three walled tray on which composed matter in the form of type, 
blocks, etc, is handled. 

3. Material — Galley shall be made from rust-resisting steel strip or from steel strip adequately treated 
to protect it against corrosion, or from any other suitable material. 

4. Thickness —The thickness of galleys shall be 1*20 ± 005 mm.
